Washington, Nov. 14—-Great Britain and France, each' a 
$4,000,000,000 debtor of the United States, to-day sought 
relief from further pay menu pending an international confer¬ 
ence on world debt problems. 

Publication of their formal requests, made to a government c 
already on record against further reduction or cancellation, 
coincided with a telegram from President Hoover to Presi¬ 
dent-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt, inviting his successor to a 
conference on the subject—an action without exact precedent 
in all United States presidentiaV history. 

It brought *l*o suggestion* of Imme¬ 
diate congressional consideration. 
Senator Walsh of Montana, Democrat, 
said that If "it becomes necessary to 
dispose of the matter at once a special 
session of Congress should be called 
Chairman Collier of the House of 
Representative* ways and means com¬ 
mittee to-day said he would oppose 
any effort to canoel the European war 
debts and that “If the debtor nations 
can’t pay, let them owe ua.“ 

Representative Ragon, Democrat, 
Arkansas, who drafted the declaration 
against further reductions which 
Congress attached to the Hoover one- 
year moratorium on intergovernmental 
debta, recommended an immediate 
meeting of tba House ways and means 
committee to consider the question.

Mr Borah's statement was a reaf¬ 
firmation of the position he announced 
1 q the last session of Congress, when 
the debt question was brought to the 
fore. At that time the Idaho senator 
said ha would be willing to have the 
United States consider reduction or 
cancellation of the war debts only If 
positive assurance could be given the 
money thus saved the foreign nation* 
would not be used by them to build 
up bigger armies and navies. 

He then declared the only way this 
assurance could be given would be for 
the debtor nations to sign a treaty re¬ 
ducing by international

In his telegram to Mr. Booeevelt. dis¬ 
patched from tbe train on which he la 
speeding back to the Whit* House. 

“If there is to be any change In the 
attitude of Congress It will be greatly 
affected bv the view* of those mem¬ 
bers who recognise you aa their lead¬ 
er.” the Chief Executive aeld. . .

COL H. SNELL 
DIES IN EAST 

Former Manager of Gordon 
Drysdale’s Here Succumbs 
in Montreal 

Montreal, Not. 14—Lt.-Col. Herbert 
Snell, vice-president and general man¬ 
ager of the Robert Simpson Montreal 
Limited, died here Saturday following 
a long Ulnesa. He had a distinguished 
overseas career during the Oreat war. 
He was fifty-two years of age 
He attended school at Port Hope. 
Ont.. and moved to Moose Jaw. where 
he founded the department store of 
Herbert Snell Limited, of which he 
was president until 1616. He was an 
alderman of Moose Jaw for five years. 

At the outbreak of the war he raised 
and trained Moose Jaw companies for 
overseas, and In 1916 he raided ‘ and 
commanded the 46th Battalion. He 
subsequently became commander of 
the Fourth Division reinforcement 
training camp In Prance, continuing 
in that poat until 1916. Ha waa twice 
mentioned In dispatches. 

After demobilisation Col. Snell waa 
counseled with the Oordbn Dryad ale 
department store in Vancouver and 
Victoria from 1930 to 1933. when he 
joined Simpson’s at Toronto. He came 
to Montreal in 1934 a# general man¬ 
ager of Simpson's.

HARD WORK AT LOW FAT 
It is a story of hard wdrk at low 
pay during tha early years; whan 
fourteen-year-old Samuel Hungerford 
determined that ha was big enough 
to do hit share toward’supportlng the 
home of his widowed mother and of 
helping to provide thV necessities and 
co ml or u for a sister who was, in 
tha words of tha 1860>. “in a decline/’ 
It is a atory of a boy. earning sight 
cents an hour for tan hdura a day— 
6460 a weak—who studied at home 
every night and carried his books to 
work with him that ha might study 
•till more at lunch hour whan the 
other young fellows around the rail¬ 
road shop# were playing football or 
Indulging in various forms of horse¬ 
play or pranks which young fellows 
were prone to do then as now. It I 
is a story of learning every part of 
railway mechanical work from the 
<lays of the old' wood-burning loco¬ 
motives to their modern giant suc¬ 
cessors. but it Is a story which does 
not flow readily from the lips of the 
man who lived It. H« Is averse to 
talking much about himself; he will 
tell readily of the growth of the 
Canadian National Rail ways system, 
whose*destinies are now In his hands; 
he will pour out unstinted praise of 
the men who have worked for him 
and with him during hts more than 
forty-five years of railroad service, 
but he will not talk about himself. 
There are men. however, men In 
eastern Canada and western Canada, 
who have worked for and with Mr. 
Hungerford who will talk about him. 
Old-timers of the railway shops many 
of them; they will tell how he re¬ 
volutionised shop practices in western 
Canada In many ways; how he always 
encouraged men who worked with 
him to develop new and Improved 
methods of handling locomotives which 
were ever increasing in aim and 
weight. They wUl tell the atory that 
every man who worked with him de¬ 
veloped a high aanaa of regard and 
reapaet. becauae they knew that Mr. 
Hungerford knew the ropes and asked 
no man v to do a thing he would not 
or could not perform himself. They 
will talk of hla si “Mr. Hungerford”— 
not as ’ the boaa” or the “big chief” 
and some of them—a select few. wlU 
refer to him as ”8. J.” But whether 
they are the intimate few or the 
wider circle, they will speak of him 
aa a man of tenacity, a man who la 
quiet and efficient and who appreciates 
quiet efficiency in others. 

Men who worked with him or for 
him in the Southeastern shops in 
Farnhsm; at Windsor Street Station 
in Montreal; at Megantlc and Me Adam 
Junction In tha east, or at Cranbrook. 
Calgary or Winnipeg In the west all 
tell the sams atory; that Mr. Hunger¬ 
ford moved up the ladder because he 
studied his every job thoroughly from 
tbe time be first carried his dinner 
pail Into the shops at Farnham, Que.

NATIVE OF QUEBEC 
Mr. Hungerford was born at Bed¬ 
ford. Que. In 1873. Hu father died 
before he was through school, and at 
fourteen years of age, though hia 
widowed mother urged him to con¬ 
tinue hie schooling, young Bam Run- 
gerford Insisted that he waa going out 
to get a job.

DIFFERENT NOW 

I Railroading and railroad shop prac¬ 
tices were vastly different in 1888 to 
those of to-day. Then the shops worked 
on pigmy locomotives which hauled 
trains that were mere toys as compared 
with the heavy freight drags or pas¬ 
senger loads found on the Canadian 
National Railway* In 1982. Most of 
the shop work wa* performed by di¬ 
rect manual labor, the youth who 
showed promise of being able to awing 
a hefty sledge hammer with good ef¬ 
fect. waa the youth who looked for¬ 
ward to Vapid promotion. The shops of 
1884 were built for the purpqa* of 
getting plenty of hard work done, 
and while they had sufficient light and 
ventilation few their purposes, aa con¬ 
sidered In those days, they were not 
equipped with the mechanical and 
labor-saving devices which are con¬ 
sidered abeolute necessities to-day. 

After working aa a machinist. Mr. 
Hungerford In 1894 became chargeman 
for the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Windsor Street Station. Montreal. Then 
he was advanced to assistant foreman 
and foreman at various points, and in 
1901 he moved to Cranbrook, BC. aa 
locooyjtlve foreman. At Cranbrook he 
waa responsible for the development 
of several new feqtgfa* Of ahop 
methods and for the construction and 
use of the first crane employed In 
Ahe handling of locomotive parte, 
which were increasing In slae and 
weight constantly. From Cranbrook Mr. 
Hungerford moved in 1903 to Calgary 
aa master mechanic of the Western 
division of the Canadian Pacific and 
then a year later he became superin¬ 
tendent of shops at Winnipeg when 
the Canadian Pacific. Railway were 
planning and building their new ahops 
at that time. 

In 1910 Mr. Hungerford Joined the 
Canadian Northern Railway at Win¬ 
nipeg, os superintendent of rolling 
stock, and five years later ha moved to 
Toronto in the same capacity. Two 
yean later he became general manager 
of eastern lines for the Canadian 
Northern, and In 1918 when the Cana¬ 
dian National system begad to taka 
form through the joint operation of 
Canadian Northern. Canadian Govern¬ 
ment and National Transcontinental 
Railways, Mr. Hungerford waa ap¬ 
pointed as sistan t vice-president of 
operating, maintenance and construc¬ 
tion department. 

In 1930 when the Orand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific Railways were bought into the 
Canadian National fold. Mr. Hunger- 
*aw r m a ppointed w w po aoifi nt . 
operating and maintenance department 
and In 1933 tha title and duties of 
general manager war* added to those 
he already carried. In 1938 Mr. Hun¬ 
gerford came to MorRreal aa vice- 
president In charge of operation, main¬ 
tenance and construction of the pre¬ 
sent Canadian National system, and - 
on the retirement of Sir Henry Thom- 4 


ton In 1982. he waa appointed acting 
president, effective July 30- 

Thus in forty-six years Mr. Hunger- 
ford climbed the ladder from appren¬ 
tice to acting president of a railway 
system with more than 33.060 miles 
of line In Canada and the United 
States, with its telegraphs, hotels, 
steamships and other services, the 
largest railway system in America. 

Aa might be expected, hla busy Ufa 
ha* left him llttl* time for the de¬ 
velopment of hobbies, sport* or other 
pursuit* outekte of railroading. Mr. 
Hungerford la. however, a keen golfer 
and would be even keener If hi* duties 
permitted

FLESH CREEPING 


SEEKING NEW AGREEMENTS 
FOR BUSINESS EXTENSION 


SOLD 


One of the points emphasized by the British 
delegates to the recent Ottawa conference was 
that Great Britain, while entering into trade agree¬ 
ments with the various parts of the empire, would 
still be free to enter into reciprocal pacts with 
foreign nations, since her economic life largely 
depends upon her business with them. She hex 
just started what one correspondent calls the 
‘biggest combined tariff offensive in her history** 
by inviting representatives of Sweden. Norway. 
Finland. Denmark, and Iceland to meet her rep¬ 
resentatives in London to conclude a series of 
new agreements intended lo enlarge her commerce 
with them—and all have accepted gladly. Some 
already have-arrived m London and others will 
be there soon. It is then suggested that toward 
the end of the year there may be further confer¬ 
ences which will transfer the fight for new trade 
to South America. 

While all this is going on we are told by Mr. 
A. C. Cummmgs. in a dispatch to The Vancouver 
Province, that “those British businesses which 
'view with alarm* the tariff concessions made to 
Canada end the other Dominions at the Ottawa 
conference have become suddenly vocal through¬ 
out the United Kingdom." that “protests from 
them fill the trade and daily press and deputa¬ 
tions to Premier MacDonald and the Board of 


WAR DEBTS AND THE TARIFF 
TO THE FORE 


Now the presidential elections in the United 
States are over and (he world knows that a Demo¬ 
crat government will be in office al Washington 
after March 4. speculation as to what Mr. Roose¬ 
velt will do about war debts and the tariff already 
has begun. 

As far as the war debts are concerned the 
President-elect is reported to be standing by his 
party's platform in opposition to cancellation. In 
the meantime, however, the British government has 
suggested to the authorities al Washington that the 
payment of *95,550,000 which will fall due on 
December 15 shall be postponed pending negotia¬ 
tions looking lo what is described as the final settle¬ 
ment of this question. Government officials in Lon¬ 
don ere of the opinioo that the British proposal 
will be accepted, since it will commit the United 
Stales lo nothing more then a discussion. It is 
pointed out. moreover, that the European debtors 
to the neighboring republic have not assumed a solid 
front to press the issue, but that each nation will 
deal with its individual account. 

A large body of public opinion in the United 
States favors the cancellation of war debts became 
if the slate were wiped clean the world would have 
a better chance to recover economically. Many 
influential newspapers and public men, on the other 
hand, are opposed to cancellation on the ground 
that the chief nations of Europe still are able to 
find huge sums of money annually for expenditure 
on arms which might to be used for paying debts. 
They take the stand that real disarmament should 
precede any concession in respect of these debts, 
which means an increase m the debt burden of the 
United States of some ten billions of dollars. This 
money was loaned by the people who naturally 
expect to be paid. 

All the London morning papers to-day en¬ 
dorsed the British government's proposal and con¬ 
siderable attention was given to the fact that with 
the world's trade less than half of what it was in 
1929, and with approximately 25,000.000 people 
unemployed, the solution of the war debt problem 
would further the well-being of the world as a 
whole. It it pointed out, incidentally, that the 
British official view it that any negotiations in 
connection with this matter would not affect the 
forthcomaig world economic conference m which 
the United States will take part, and which Pre¬ 
mier MacDonald would hold at the earliest pos¬ 
sible date.

On this subject President-elect 
Roosevelt has made himself clear. It is the opinion 
of some of his advisers that he would prefer to 
see a readjustment of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
before taking ady positive action on the debts. 
Throughout his campaign he expressed the view 
that the present high tariff was one of the major 
causes of tbe world's ecooomic ills and the basis 
of a situation that must be corrected first of all 
before other nations can find the wherewithal to 
pay their obligations to his country. On September 
29, Mr. Roosevelt said "the Grundy tariff has 
largely extinguished the export market for our in¬ 
dustrial and our farm supplies; it has prevented the 
payment of public and private debts to us and 
the interest thtreon." and that “unless and until 
this process is reversed throughout the world, there 
is no hope for full ecooomic recovery or for true 
prosperity in the United States.” 

While discussions about war debts and the 
tariff proceed, however. Mr. Roosevelt will have 
lo watch from the sidelines as an interested spec¬ 
tator. Not until after his inauguration on March 
4 will he have any federal executive authority. But 
it can be taken for granted that his first message 
lo Congress, whatever he may do about war debts, 
will contain the promise of leadership in a new 
deal on the tariff question.

A PROPOSAL TO REFORM 
THE HOUSE OF LORDS 


WHAT OTHER RATERS SAT 


An unofficial joint committee of Conservative 
peers and members of the British House of Com¬ 
mons has drafted proposals to cut the Upper 
House to a membership of 320 compared with in 
present membership of 759. If there were no 
joker tied to this proposal, and if the House of 
Lord* could agree on the point, the general public 
of Britain would Bnheiitatingly give it in blessing. 

Until the paiaage of tbe Parliament Act in 
1911 the House of Lords could veto any money 
bill; but when it threw out the famous Lloyd- 
George budget it caused such an upraar that an 
election waa held on this particular issue and the 
Liberal government of the day was returned. The 
proposal which this unofficial joint committee has 
drawn up does not disturb tbe present arrangement 
in this regard, and all money bills, so designated by 
the Speaker of the House of Commons, if not 
passed by the House of Lord* without amendment, 
may become law without its concurrence on the 
royol assent being signified. The "joker.” how¬ 
ever. is in the suggestion that any bill other than 
a money bill vetoed by an absolute majority in the 
House of Lords would not be resubmitted by tbe 
House of Commons until after a.general election. 

What the British Parliament does at West¬ 
minster in a matter of this kind is it* own business. 
Neve rtheless, the proposaf looks very much like n 
further attempt by Toryism to grab more power in 
Great Britain than it njready has.

Give 
her alx ouncaa of whole boiled milk at 
•ach of her five feedings. Offer sev¬ 
eral tablespoonfuls of cereal at both 
10 am. and 6 pm with part of the 
feeding over It. Offer the rest of the 
milk to drink from cup or bottle. 

Olve her plenty of water to drink 
between meals ao that her fluid needs 
are satisfied, because she does not get 
the usual quantity of water in her 
milk formula. There is nothing wrong 
with your schedule, which fact makes 
It the more difficult to suggest any 
startling changes that might bring 
startling results. You might try 
changing from the concentrated cod 
liver oil you are using to a plain oil. 
SKIM CREAM 

Bklm all cream from the milk. Rich 
milks are often responsible for waning 
appetites, and skimming Is desirable 
when baby le leaving part of each 
feeding. 

The leaflet on “Weaning Prom Bot¬ 
tle to |Cup.‘* which you may have for 
a self-addressed, stamped envelope lx 
helpful in outlining the method of in¬ 
troducing e new type of utensil. But 
It doesn't make much difference 
whether you give one whole feeding 
of milk by cup and then a whole reed¬ 
ing by bottle or whether you give part 
of each feeding by cup and the Mat by 
bottle. The latter method la more 
often successful because at first 
babies have only a limited capacity 
for drinking milk by cup and. whan 
tired, go back to the familiar, more 
primitive bottle drinking.

milling process of cornmeal. This 
lowers the vitamin and mineral value 
of the cereal to some degree. 

In general the dietary properties of 
! corn are similar to those of wheat. 
The proteins and mineral content as 
well aa the energy value of cornmeal 
are much the same aa those of wheat 
flour. 

It to also worth while knowing that 
the yellower the corn the higher the 
vitamin and mineral content. Yel¬ 
low corn furnishes some of vitamin A 
aa well aa B. but white corn furnishes 
only tbe B vitamin.

If fried hominy la used 
It must be soaked five or alx hours 
ln boiling water, using four times aa 
much water ag hominy.

DIRECT WORK 

The arcaeoologlcal phase la to be 
executed by Dr. Hugh O'Neill Hencken. 
assistant curator or European archae¬ 
ology in the Peabody Museum of Hrav- 
ard University. The survey of eoclal 
and economic life is directed by W. 
Lloyd Warner, assistant professor of 
eoclal anthropology at Harvard. The 
third phase, dealing with a racial sur¬ 
vey. will be under the direction Of Dr.
